Ohsoleto Modes of Punishment. 

It is a curious circumstance that pim- 
ishuu-iita and forms of indictment lon« 
obsolete in the laud of their origin shoula 
survive here. Delaware, as most peo- 
ple are awaro, retains its pillory, and not 
very long ago a fair Philadelphian woa 
in ti'ouble on tho charge of being " a 
common scold," an iudictmeut which, it 
is asserted, has not been entered against 
any one in i'^iigland since 1705, when 
Anne was t^ueou. The punisLment 
specially provided of yore for scolds was 
the ducking sttad, which, in the time of 
Elizabeth, was, with the pillory, re- 
quired to be provided by the lord of a 
manor. It is thus described: "A post 
was placed in a jiond; acro.«a this post 
w iiu placed a traverse beam, turning ou 
u swivel, with til obair "'iiV' one end, in 
which, when the culprit was properly 
placed, that eiul was turned to the pond 
and let inti) the water, and this was re- 
peated as often as the virulence of the 
temper required." There is evidence 
that this imiii 1; neiit was often applied. 
Another puiu.-ihiuent, formerly very 
common i.o rowdy pei-sons, was the 
whirli' 1 ; I whirling gig), a ciroidar cage 
t, whieli was turned with great 
to the intense discomfort of tlio 
.•V curious punishment known 
dniiikurd's cloak" was iitro- 
diieed bv tlie I'luitiiii iMHgisti'ates iuto 
Neweastle-oii-Ty no. 

1 The drunkards were compelled to go 
oljont the town carrying around them 
an emijty barrel, space being cut out of 
it for tVeiv'luKUls and hands. A promi-

A Soriotts Finanoial F^nlc Throatonod 

ToKONTO, Oct.'^Sl.— A sensation has 

been created hero in financial circles. 
The Dominion Bank iias allowed its direc- 
tors to overborrow, and the Federal Bank 
has been loaning largo sums of money on 
bank stock securities, which is illegal. 
Tho stocks of both banks mentioned, 
which were unusually high about two 
weeks ago, have been gradually declining 
since, and many shares liave bGon as- 
signed by tlio shareholders. "The direc- 
tors of the Dominion Bank," says tho 
leading commercial paper here, "did, in 
their private capacity, borrow from them- 
selves, as directors, more than tho wliole 
capital of the bank." The capital is 
!51,i)00,000, and the amount for whicli the 
directors were liable was .SI, 590,000. In 
September, tho amount of paper on which 
there were directors' names liad been re- 
duced 9omj3.$29P,pop,;makina.tlio amount 
of their indebtedhess a little more than 
tho whole capital. By the charter of the 
bank tho directors are not permitted to 
have their names on more than one-tenth 
of tho paper discounted. At the time 
tho extensive borrowing of tho 
directors -was at thO' highest, the 
stock of ;thb bank sold tho highest of 
any. in the Canadian list. The effect of 
this announcement will be an immediate 
decline of bank stoclis all over Canada. 
Several failures have taken place in the 
country tliis month, that of Hope & C(j. 
heading the list, and merchants generally 
complain of the diftioulty in getting 
money from tho banks. A crash is looked 
for from some quarter.

EUROPE AND EGYPT. 



Cairo, Nov. 3.— Earl Dufl'erin, British 
minister at Constantinople, is reported to 
be bringing as'tlrO.lllefi^Vart of his iiiis- 
sion hither a treaty, tlio basis of which 
has been already agreed upon by the 
khodive. Oij account of the -diplomatic 
powess of Ditti'eriii certain classes-of ofii- 
ciala look-with more distrust than grati- 
licjition upon his coming visit. 

Earl Duirorin informed the minister of 
foreign alfairs at C<uistantinople that he 
w-jU 'rpttivn in th9"25tli of December with 
a tre^iy/^ntere'd/intpjby! tlie] l|hedive in 
which the rights' tho^sultaii' in Egypt 
will be affirmed. It is rq[)orted hero and 
believed by many that England will con- 
vene an European conference early in 
January, if Dufl'erin's mission is brought 
to a close by that time. 

— It is reported that the 
miijority in the cabinet, which sustains 
President Grovy. approved the i)roposal3 
of tho English governmoiit to suppress 
joint control in Egypt, substituting there- 
for u simpler administration.
